Fulfilling the 120-hour training requirements 
of THR, instruction for the course will be held 
in facilities provided by the Georgetown school 
district’s Community Education Department, 
which is under direction of Mrs. Pat Crowley. 
Classes will m eet in the Georgetown Junior 
High School LVN (Licensed Vocational Nurse) 
training room from 6:30 until 9:30 p.m . 
Tuesdays and Thursdays between September 
14 and December 20. 
TRAINEES will participate in 80 hours of 
classroom study and 40 hours of hospital duty, 
including 16 hours of emergency room work at 
a major hospital. 
Scott and White Hospital’s Dr. Don A. 
Mackey of Temple will be working with Simon­ 
son and Pearce as hospital on-the-job training 
coordinator. 
“Since the field is EMS they try to get 
through a bigger hospital that has quite a bit of 
em ergency traffic,’’ Simonson explained the 
choice of Scott and White foi the hospital train­ 
ing. 
“ Dr. Mackey is the man in charge of the 
EMS training throughout Scott and White,” he 
said.

Hike Trail, Neighborhood Center bids due 


Construction bids for a new hike and bike 
trail and a new Neighborhood Center will be 
studied by Georgetown City Councilmen when 
they m eet at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday in the Council 
Room at City Hall. 
The city fathers sought a second round of 
bids for con stru ction of the proposed 
Neighborhood Center when bids submitted in 
June nearly doubled the $32,728 estimated cost 
of the structure. 
NEIGHBORHOOD CENTER facilities, to be 
located at Montgomery and Eighth Streets in 
the Urban Renewal project area, would serve 
m inority and disadvantaged Georgetown 
residents. 
The proposed hike and bike trail would run 
through a section of northeast Georgetown, 
connecting the city’s VFW and San Gabriel 
Parks. 


The federal Department of the Interior 
awarded the city a $23,100 grant in July to help 
complete the project. The city will match that 
grant with funds and a land contribution from 
Councilman Dee W Scott. 
ALSO TUESDAY, the Council is scheduled to 
advertise for bids for lease of 77 acres of city 
land located northeast of San Gabriel Park (in 
an area known as the Sewer Farm) and 300 
acres of city land near Georgetown Municipal 
Airport, 
* 
Possible purchase of about eight acres of 
land in southeast Georgetown will also be con­ 
sidered. The Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad 
plans to abandon the property. 
Officials of the Georgetown Safeway grocery 
store are questioning their electric bills, and 
they will also appear at the Council session to 
present their case. 


Commissioners to debate 
county systems changes 


A new telephone system , a new ambulance 
system and a new juvenile probation system — 
all are being considered during Williamson 
County Commissioners’ first fall meeting this 
Monday. 
Commissioners’ court members will review 
a General Telephone Company proposal which 
would revam p the courthouse telephone 
system to provide central answering of in­ 
coming calls. Southwestern University utilizes 
a system like that proposed for the county. 
Estimating cost comparisons between the 
proposed system and the current courthouse 
set-up, County Auditor Ben Kurio said, 
“Current monthly billings would come close to 
the total cost of this system , but then you 
would have the cost of the operator’s salary.” 
TOTAL COST for all standard features of the 
proposed PABX (Private Automatic Branch 
Exchange) system is $499.45; Kurio estimated, 
as a “ ballpark figure,” that the county’s 
current telephone bill is between $500 and $550 
without long distance charges. 
Optional features available with the 76-line 
system range from $41 to $70 monthly — an ad­ 
ditional cost of as much as $158.50, plus the one­ 
time installation fee of up to $240.

Patterning the Round Rock and Cedar Park 
ambulance stations after the all-volunteer unit 
manned in Florence will be considered again 
Monday.

A Texas Youth Council proposal which 
would reimburse Williamson County up to $34,- 
500.75 next year is on the agenda for Monday 
consideration. 
The proposal was sent to all Texas counties 
in a TYC effort to reduce the number of 


juveniles handled by the detention center and 
to place greater responsibility for the care of 
local delinquents with local courts. 
Under the contact county commissioners are 
being requested to sign, the county would be 
paid monthly according 
to the decrease in 
number of juveniles sent to TYC from William­ 
son County. According to TYC figures, the 
county has sent an annual average of eight 
juveniles to the state detention center, and 
would have to decrease that number to be eligi­ 
ble for payment if the contract were accepted. 
The Community Assistance Program also 
stipulates that the TYC contract money be 
used in certain ways to enhance the local 
juvenile program, forbidding such uses as per­ 
manent improvement and land acquisition. 
Calling the plan a “ rather new approach,” 
County Judge C. L. Chance recently said, “I 
like the underlying idea of helping us solve our 
problems close to home. It s an interesting ap­ 
proach, but it s so innovative it s going to take 
a little bit of study.” 
Juvenile court judge for the county, Chance 
also presides during commissioners' court 
sessions. 
GRANT FUNDING for the county’s new 
juvenile probation officer will come a bit 
nearer as commissioners consider a resolution 
authorizing submission of the county’s grant 
request to the Criminal Justice Division for 
funding.

Jarrell student 
dies in mishap 


A 17-year-old Jarrell student was killed 
Thursday night when he was struck by an auto 
just south of the small northern Williamson 
County town. 
Wilburn Edward Wright died about 8:20 
p m., according to a Texas Department of 
Public Safety (DPS) report, when he was 
struck by an auto driven by F loren ce 
Schwausch of Route I, Jarrell. A DPS 
spokesman said the collision occurred seven- 
tenths of a mile south of Jarrell, in the 
northbound lane of Interstate Highway 35’s 
west frontage road. 
WRIGHT AND A COMPANION. 19-year-old 
Jam es Wilson of Jarrell, were reportedly walk­ 
ing north along the shoulder of the northbound 
lane at the time of the incident. 
Wilson told an investigating officer that he 
saw a car coming up from behind, told Wright 
to jump, then did so himself. He said Wright 
failed to move quickly enough and was struck 
by the car. 
DPS officer Ralph Bulkley said it appeared 
the lights of southbound cars prevented Mrs. 
Schwausch from seeing the pedestrians. 
Bulkley estimated her car was traveling about 
40 miles per hour when the incident occurred. 
Justice of the Peace Bill Hill pronounced 
Wright dead at the scene. His body was taken 
to Georgetown’s Davis Funeral Home. 
NO CHARGES have been filed in connection 
with the incident. 
Services for Wright were set for 4:30 p.m. 
Saturday in the Davis Funeral Home chapel, 
with Pastor Jarvis Philpot officiating.

I went as a war correspondent with Eisenhower forces into 
Lebanon in 1958. 
THOSE WERE THE DAYS when Americans imagined 
that we could remodel the world in our own image 
Now Lebanon is engaged in another civil war. Americans 
are moving out, not in. That is significant. 
Figuratively, Lebanon is two countries divided by a green 
line. Christian on one side, Moslem on the other. 
For 16 months now Lebanese have been killing Lebanese in 
the name of religion. 
Actually, this nation, smaller than Connecticut, is home 
for 17 diverse Christian and Moslem sects. 
The volatility of the people of this area has preserved a 
“ state of turbulence” for generations. 
Presently, the contention involves the Christian demand 
that Palestinian camps be relocated outside Lebanon—but 
when that issue has been resolved there will be another. 
The 400,000 Palestinians living in Lebanon have gained 
much political power by allying themselves with anybody, 
including Communists. 
THE CHRISTIANS CONSIDER this a direct threat to the 
Western-oriented capitalism which they so painstakingly es­ 
tablished and which, until this shootout, had prospered 
Lebanon beyond any other Mideast nation. 
As is, in that war-torn country, the several factions control 
scattered fractions of the geography. 
The dominant Marmites hold the mountains north of the 
Damascus Road. 
Tripoli is controlled by Palestinians and assorted leftists. 
Presently the Christians' Syrian allies control the bread­ 
basket area — the Bekaa Valley. 
The big city, Beirut, includes three big Palestinian camps, 
and when you travel from their area to the Christian suburbs 
it’s like going from East Germany into West Germany. 
THE PALESTINIANS MANAGE to exist with almost no 
food or fuel, with huge piles of garbage, spawning cat-size 
rats and with civilians carrying sidearms. 
Whereas in Christian Lebanon you can almost forget there 
is a war on — traffic and commerce are near normal with 
almost a resort atmosphere on beaches and streets. 
There is talk of building up the hotels along the beaches, 
luring back Western businessmen. 
Down the road ahead is a partition of Lebanon similar to 
the partition of Germany. It is almost inevitable. It may or 
may not be permanent. 
But what s more important is what is NOT happening in 
Lebanon 
overt American intervention. 
American Marines did not wade ashore as we did 18 years 
ago. 
On the contrary. Americans who wanted out were ever-so- 
ca refill Iv evacuated 
At least this generation of Americans, and hopefully future 
generations, has learned that being a truly good neighbor im­ 
plies; first of all -*■ minding your own business.

College yearbooks—and nostalgia

University of Wisconsin 
senior Ten 
Henry has realized a seemingly impossible 
dream: she is yearbook editor at a school 
that stopped publishing yearbooks two 
years before she arrived. 
The Wisconsin Badger is one of many col­ 
lege yearbooks now reappearing - after a 
brief absence - on college campuses across 
the country: 
Last year, the Oregonian appeared on the 
University of Oregon campus for the first 
time in five years, for instance. And at Bos­ 
ton University, which did not publish a 1973 
or 1974 yearbook, 600 copies of the HUB 
were sold in 1975 - some 870 in 1976. 
College yearbooks lost popularity, along 
with fraternity class rings and Ivy League 
shirts, during the period of student radi­ 
calism in the late 1960s and early 70s. 
“Things got so bad five or six years ago 
that we had to concentrate our sales pitch 


on the high-school level,” says William H. 
Hunter of Hunter Publishing Company in 
Winston Salem, North Carolina. “Now, 
high-school and college sales at Hunter are 
about equal.” 
College yearbooks are riding a “nostalgia 
boom,” says Mr. Hunter, who calls his the 
largest yearbook firm in the college and 
university field. 


Randolph Marston, president of Taylor 
Publishers in Dallas, says: ‘Traditional val­ 
ues are coming back, and college yearbooks 
are regaining their lost popularity.” 


Dr. William M. La wha ugh, director of 
joumalismstudies at Catholic University in 
Washington, D.C.,and yearbook division 
chief for the National Council of College 
Publications Advisors, says yearbook jour­ 
nalism is “alive and well - despite the bud­ 
get crunch in education.” 


In a survey of some 60 universities, both 
large and small, completed early this year, 
Dr. Lawbaugh says he was “astonished” to 
find growth in three areas of yearbook ac­ 
tivities: budgets (up 18 percent in 1976 over 
1975), circulation (printing orders up close 
to 20 percent in 1976 over the three preced­ 
ing years), and size of yearbook staffs. 
In addition, Mr. Lawbaugh says, year­ 
books 
are 
becoming 
much 
more 
“journalistic.” They used to be mainly pic- 
turebooks - now they are becoming hard­ 
cover magazines,” he says. 
Among major schools once again publish­ 
ing temporarily discontinued yearbooks: 
Stanford University, Washburn University 
of Topeka, Kansas, and the University of 
California at Berkeley. 
The University of Minnesota Gopher, 
dropped several years ago, may be on its 
way back. What one official described as a 
“class book,” focusing on the senior class, 
appeared last year. 
Publishers say radical yearbook designs 
helped push some college yearbooks to the 
brink. 
For example, the University of Kansas 
Jayhawker almost went out of business in 
1970 and 1971, when sales dipped well below 


a thousand copies because of changes in 
format: it was first converted to a soft- 
cover magazine, then to loose-leaf pages 
sold in a box. A highly traditional 400-page, 
1976 Jayhawker sold out for the first time In 
many years — all 5,000 copies. 
The 1976 Texas AAM yearbook may be 
the largest ever published anywhere - an 
896-page tome. But for sales, few schools 
can compete with Louisiana State Univer­ 
sity, which just received its 1976 order for 
14,000 500-page volumes. 
University of Wisconsin Badger sales fig­ 
ures indicate the general sales curve for the 
college yearbook industry , declining from 
6,826 in 1968 to 3,837 in 1970 and 1,311 in 1972. 
The Badger was not published in 1973 or in 
1974, but editor Teri Henry says more than 
1,500 copies were sold in both 1975 and 1976, 
when the yearbook staff was not able to fill 
all orders. 
Will sales every regain the 6,000-level of 
the 1960s? “Not in the near future,” Miss 
Henry 
says. 
“College 
students 
have 
changed.” 
But the resurgent popularity of yearbooks 
on campus is one indication students have 
not changed as much as some people be­ 
lieved a few years ago.

Tax Revolt: 1776 and 1976 


WASHINGTON -- It was a tax 
revolt that led to the birth (rf our 
nation 200 years ago. And in this 
our Bicentennial year, millions 
of Americans are ready to revolt 
again over taxes. 
They are tired of taxes that 
keep going up while government 
services go down. Taxation at all 
levels has jumped 65 per cent in 
the past six years. 
They are tired of tax laws that 
have become too complex to m- 
derstand. It takes 6,000 pages (rf 
fine print to list all the rules and 
regulations. Two out of every 
five taxpayers require profes­ 
sional help to figure out what 
they owe. So on top of the tax 
burden, they have to pay ac­ 
countants' and attorneys’ fees. 
Americans are also tired of 
unfair taxes. The rich usually 
pay less than their fair share. At 
least 3,000 affluent Americans, 
with annual incomes over $50.- 
000, have been paying no federal 
income taxes at all. 
The people are tired of paying 
the taxes of big corporations. 
Most oil companies, for example, 
pay only a fraction of the corpor­ 
ate tax rate. A dozen major cor­ 
porations have been paying ab­ 
solutely no corporate tax. Yet 
they have been ringing up sub­ 
stantial earnings. Other tax­ 


payers, of course, must make up 
the taxes that these corporations 
don’t pay. 
» 
This year, Congress promised 
to reform the tax laws. First the 
House, and then the Senate 
ground out page after page of 
tax changes. Between them, they 
have now produced more than 
2J200 pages. 
But as fast as one tax benefit 
was taken away from the rich, 
two new benefits were added. 
The legislation came to be 
known as the Christmas Tree 
bill. It got its name from the 
goodies that the lobbyists hung 
on its branches as it progressed 
toward a final vote. 
It started through the legis­ 
lative mill innocently enough as 
a tax reform measure. But by 
the time it cleared the Senate 
floor, it was loaded down with 
amendments. 
In the dark ages, serfs labored 
nine months for their own needs. 
During the remaining three 
months of each year, they pro­ 
duced profits for their masters. 
Today, the average American 
works more than four months of 
each year to earn enough to pay 
his taxes. 
And each year, the tax bite 
deepens, the anti-government

ARAB WAR? Intelligence 
reports warn that war may 
erupt in the Middle East in a 
matter of weeks. Fighting is not 
expected between the Arabs and 
Israelis. This time, it’s Egypt and 
Libya that are preparing to go to 
war. 
The anim osity betw een 
Egypt’s Anwar Sadat and 
Libya’s Muammar Qaddafi has 
reached the inflammation point 
The two Arab leaders distrust 
and despise one another. 
Qaddafi is a madcap ruler 
who has been using his oil boodle 
to underwrite terrorists. In­ 
telligence sources charge that 
Libyan diplomats have used 
their diplomatic pouches to 
smuggle weapons to terrorists. 
Qaddafi is believed to be 
behind recent terrorist attacks 
upon Egypt Trains have been 
attacked, buildings have been 
bombed. An attempt was made 
to hijack an Egyptian plane. 
Sadat has responded, accord­ 
ing to intelligence reports, by 
bolstering his military forces on 
the Libyan border. The Libyans 
also are preparing their armed 
forces for war. 
The showdown could come, 
the intelligence reports predict, 
by October. The situation, in the 
words of one analyst, is “getting 
out cf hand." 
Intelligence sources predict 
that, if war comes, the Egyptians 
probably will be victorious. They 
are battle-tested, with ex­

BOUNTIFUL B U R E A U ­ 
CRATS: President Ford has 
complained that the federal 
government harasses honest 
businessmen. He has charged 


that more than 100,000 federal 
bureaucrats are engaged in 
regulation. 
The Congressional Budget Of­ 
fice has double-checked the 
President’s figures. The budget 
o ffice found only 84,000 
bureaucrats regulating business. 
That’s still too many. There’s too 
much red tape, too many forms 
to fill out 
But the 84,000 bureaucrats 
regulate thousands of industries. 
And most of the regulators are 
policing health, safety and con­ 
sumer violations. 
But the government agency 
with the mast regulators is the 
Agriculture Department So it’s 
the farmers, not the business­ 
men, who put up with the most 
regulation. 
MULTI-M ILLION-DOL- 
LAR MISTAKES: The Social 
Security Administration’s com­ 
puter systems are producing in­ 
credible monetary mistakes. A 
document, intended for official 
eyes only, tells of millions of dol­ 
lars worth of errors. 
“In a single day in August 
1975, faulty program instructions 
caused the computers to issue 
$10 million in overpayments to 
1,500 people,’’ the document 
reveals.

This time, the women voters 
are opposing the $400 million 
expansion of the Texas Water 
Development Fund, a loan fund 
for cities and other local agen­ 
cies to help finance water supp­ 
ly projects at lower interest 
rates than are available to most 
of the local agencies. 
Briscoe is supporting it, and 
he may be at a disadvantage, 
because the “agin” point of 
view is generally more popular 
than the “fur” point of view. 
Humorist John Henry Faulk, 
who retreated to Madisonville 
to get away from the big city 
life, is opposing the projects the 
bond money would help finance 
from the point of view of an en­ 
vironmentalist. But he is using 
the “tax” idea to make his no­ 
growth suggestions have a 
wider appeal. 
The women voters contend 
that projects like Palmetto 
Bend Reservoir in Jackson 
County should not be built until 
they are actually needed. State 
money is being loaned to help 
finance the local share of that 
project on the theory that buy­ 
ing land and paying for con­ 
struction now will save millions 
of dollars, by getting the work 
done before any more inflation 
can take place. 
There has been a lot of mis­ 
understanding about the $400 
million bond program of which 
something more than half has 
been spent so far. It is a loan 
fund, and the local agencies of 
government which borrow the 
money will pay it back at in­ 
terest rates half of one percent 
higher than the cost of interest 
to the state. 
To get that lower rate of in­ 
terest, the voters approved a 
guarantee on the state bonds 
out of general revenue, and in 
some cases, general tax money 
must be advanced to help make 
the principal and interest 
payments on the state bonds, 
while some of the projects are 
being built, with no revenue 
coming in as yet. 
But eventually, as bonds are 
paid off, the state treasury will 
recover that money and make a 
profit, if the water users who 
live in the cities and run the in­ 
dustries pay their water bills 
down through the years. 
Briscoe has selected a large 
citizens committee to cam­ 
paign for the expansion of the 
bond program, and also for the 
second $100 million in similar 
bonds needed to help cities and 
districts finance their share of 
the cost of water pollution con­ 
trol equipment and plants. The 
first $100 million is nearly all 
loaned out, so the Legislature 
felt that another issue should be 
authorized for this purpose. The 
League of Women Voters is not 
opposing these clean water 
bonds, and as far as is known, 
no public opposition has 
developed on them. 
When the new constitution 
was defeated, Briscoe was one 
of the few openly opposing it. 
This time, he has the support of 
the other two top sta te 
legislative officers, Lieut. Gov. 
Bill Hobby and Speaker Biti 
Clayton. They were on the side 
of the League of Women Voters 
last year. 
But another important factor 
in the campaign for and against 
the $400 million bond issue will 
be the fact that people on the 
line for water development are 
in the midst of an argument 
about whether the three state 
water agencies should be com­ 
bined into two or into one agen­ 
cy. This keeps them somewhat 
at arms length of each other, 
and probably lessens their 
effectiveness at teaming up for 


the Nov. 2 campaign. 
One argument being used 
against the amendment is that 
it will be used to bring water 
from the Mississippi River to 
serve West Texas. That is a 
false argum ent, since the 
a m e n d m e n t s p e c if ic a lly 
prohibits the use of any of the 
m oney 
fo r 
d e v e lo p in g 
Mississippi R iv er water 
supplies. That idea was ad­ 
vanced some years ago, but has 
been put on the shelf for the 
time being because it was found 
to be economically infeasible 
by the federal agencies which 
studied it. 
For nearly 20 years now, the 
water development fund has 
been helping build dams, water 
lines and treatment plants for 
cities or groups of cities, and no 
loan has been defaulted. 
Whether the program con­ 
tinues and expands depends on 
whether Gov. Briscoe or the 
League of Women Voters 
capytures the voters minds 
Nov. 2.

The army of nonvoters in the coming elec­ 
tion may be thp largest in U.S. history. 
Nonvoters have grown through three presi­ 
dential elections and a report based on a na­ 
tionwide survey from the privately financed 
Committee for the Study of the American 
Electorate indicates “it is possible that for the 
first time in over 50 years, a majority of eli­ 
gible Americans will not vote in a presidential 
election.” 
The United States has one of the lowest turn­ 
outs of the democracies. Here is the per­ 
centage record of voters for recent elections: 
64.0 in 1960; 61.8 in 1964 ; 60.6 in 1968; and 55.6 
in 1972.* 
The new survey, conducted by the Peter D. 
Hart Research Associates, Inc., under the 
sponsorship of the University of Denver, con­ 
cludes that nonvoting is more a feeling of 
what’s-the-use (attitudinal) than of physical ob­ 
stacles (structural). 


A lively debate 


This is important because congressional 
Democrats have been pushing for government 
aid to voter registration which is common in 
other democracies, and so-called “postcard 
registration” has been hotly debated. 


The study supports the thesis that a majority 
of nonvoters, if they got around to vote, would 
be Democrats At the time of the survey, 
“Carter was preferred over Ford by a margin 
of 50 to 15," the report says. It adds, “In the 
current fluid political situation there are about 
IO million nonvoters who may. if they become 
interested in the presidential campaign, vote in 
the November election " 
As of now. the survey estimates that 70 mil­ 
lion voting age Americans “will not vote in 
1976.” 
The Ford-Carter debates may stimulate vot­ 
ing. That is what happened in the televised de­ 
bates between John F. Kennedy and Richard 
M. Nixon in 1960; according to previous studies 
there was an emotional up-boiling, caught by 
pollsters, which ultimately brought 64.5 per­ 
cent of eligibles to the polls in one of the clos­ 
est races in history. The Kennedy popular mar­ 
gin was less than 120,000 out of nearly 69 mil­ 
lion votes cast 
South could surge 
The survey thinks the candidacy of Mr. Car­ 
ter may stimulate voting in the South, histori­ 
cally the region with lowest turnout. 
The study gives a profile of the nonvoter: 
They tend to be younger and “less-educated, 
less-affluent, more urban, and 'less often 
white.”

Adequate tax records 
required to avoid fine 
It is seldom publicized, but 
frequently assessed. What is it? 
A five percent penalty for 
negligence in keeping adequate 
tax records. 
A recen t court decision 
makes it more important than 
ever for people to keep current 
and accurate records of tax 
deductions, expecially where 
travel and entertainment ex­ 
pense is concerned. 
That court ruling, in June of 
1976, re-emphasized the fact 
that the IRS has the power to 
assess a 5 percent negligence 
penalty on amounts of ad­ 
ditional tax due the govern­ 
ment, not only on the portion of 
re-assessment which is deemed 
due to negligence, but on all ad­ 
ditional tax. 
The ruling found that a tax­ 
payer owed 5 percent in 
penalties on his entire ad­ 
ditional tax liability because 
part of his underpayment was 
due to negligence or intentional 
d i s r e g a r d of r u l e s and 
regulations which require that 
adequate tax records be kept to 
substantiate claimed business 
expenses. 


THE INTERNAL Revenue 
Service is taking a critical look 
at travel and entertainment 
deductions, and individuals who 
claim such deductions should 
make every effort to document 
a ll 
e x p e n s e s i n v o l v e d . 
Compliance with the rules and 
regulations will not only result 
in avoidance of any negligence 
penalty but provides the tax­ 
payer with necessary proof of 
expenditures. 
The government does not 
want any taxpayer to miss any 
legitimate deduction to which 
he is entitled; however, the 
burden of proof and the records 
to substantiate deductions rests 
with the taxpayer. 
Keep complete and detailed 
records of all expenses of any 
kind which you plan to deduct 
on your return, especially those 
items pertaining to travel and 
entertainment.

HOLLYWOOD - One of 
the easiest things for Dick 
Van Dyke to do is discuss 
his one-time drinking prob- 
l e m. He h a s p u b l i c l y 
acknowledged that he is a 
re fo rm ed alcoholic, and 
adds: 
“I don't mind discussing 
it. It s my favorite subject, 
especially when I see the 
results.” 
The calamity of his own 
heavy drinking problem is 
so deeply etched in his 
memory that he can recall 
precisely the moment he 
gulped his last alcoholic 
drink. 
“It was four years ago, 
Aug. 22, at 2 in the morn­ 
ing," Van Dyke remembers 
with unusual clarity for a 
person who at that moment 
had dusted off his daily fifth 
of booze. 
“I looked up the address 
of the closest hospital in the 
Yellow Pages and checked 
myself in." 
He hasn’t had a drink 
since, and strongly dis­ 
agrees with the recent theo­ 
ries that alcoholics can 
drink socially. 
Van Dyke hid his drinking 
p r o b l e m , l i k e m a n y 
alcoholics and reform ed 
drinkers. Even when he 
starred in a TV movie two 
y e a r s ago, t i t l e d a p ­ 
propriately “The Morning 
After." the producers had 
no idea that unwittingly, 
they were type-casting Van 
Dyke in the role of a prob­ 
lem drinker. 
“David Wolper (the pro­ 
ducer) didn't have the fog­ 
g i e s t n o t i o n I w a s a 
recovered alcoholic." Van 
Dyke recalled with a laugh. 
"Did I surprise him when I 
talked about it publicly 
atter we finished the film." 
Van Dyke is pleased with 
the results of that film. And 
the results of his own public 
disclosure “did more for 
s o b r i e t y t h a n a n y t h i n g 
else." he adds. 
For more than a decade, 
after a good five-year run 
with his first series, "The 
Dick Van Dyke Show .” 
which also spawned Mary 
Tyler Moore. Van Dyke has 
flirted with “ retirem ent." 
He even moved to the desert 
-- in Carefree. Ariz. but CBS 
stalked him there and lured 
him out of “ retirem ent" 
with a new series. 
The bait was that Van 
Dyke could produce the 
series in Carefree, an arid, 
blistering hot area on the 
outskirts of Phoenix. Carl 
Reiner produced and was 
story consultant, but after 
two futile years. Van Dyke 
and the show. "The New 
Dick Van Dyke Show ." 
returned to Hollywood, for 
just one more season, with a 
new cast. 
Along the way there was a 
celebrated battle between 
Reiner and CBS over a 
scene in one episode Van 
Dyke and his TV wife (play­ 
ed by Hope Lange) retire to 
the bedroom. Their young 
(pre-teener) daughter opens 
the bedroom door, looks 
startled, and quickly closes 
it. 


The CBS censors said “ab­ 
solutely not." The scene had

to go. Reiner fumed, and 
quit the show, claiming he’d 
never produce or write or 
d i r e c t for CBS a g a i n . 
Reiner did say he might act 
on CBS, but nothing else. 
"CBS felt that scene was 
not in the Van Dyke image. 
Reiner didn’t see it that 
way. I bought it." Van Dvke 
recalls. 


At any rate, he won’t have 
to be that concerned about 
bedroom scenes, and off­ 
color. suggestive material 
now. Dick has a new series 
coming up this fall, on NBC. 
For the first time in his 
career, it will be a variety 
show, and in the family 
hour. Thursday nights from 
8-9. Viewers actually had a 
preview of the show last 
fall, an hour variety called 
“Van Dyke and Company.” 
It was a breezy, entertain­ 
ing, very amusing show. 
Van Dyke, a spry, trim- 
looking grandfather now, 
laughs every time he thinks 
of his efforts to “retire." He 
apparently has an aversion 
to Hollywood, perhaps asso­ 
ciating it with his drinking 
problem. Even now that he 
has given up living in the 
desert, where he went to get 
away from the tinseltown 
m a e l s t r o m , Va n Dy k e 
refuses to live in Hollywood. 
He and his family are quar­ 
tered in San Diego, where. 
Di ck say s, “ I got th e 
sailboat fever over the last 
two years.” 
lf his special is any in­ 


dication, television will 
have a different look to 
variety, especially some 
creative production values, 
outdoor locations and in­ 
novat i ve d irectio n . Van 
Dyke spent a good part of 
the sum m er looking for 
l o c a t i o n s t h a t w o u l d 
enhance comedy sketches. 


It will be a tough fall for 
Van Dyke. He is aware of 
the competition. 


“I've got the suicide seat." 
he declares. “I’m between 
‘The W altons’ (CBS) and 
‘Rotter’ and ‘Barney miller’ 
(ABC). My big problem, 
however, is that I’ve been 
around so long, everybody 
feels they’ve seen my act. 
But the truth is I ve never 
done a variety series before. 
It s going to be tough.’’ 


Van Dyke has a 15-week 
contract with the network. 
It means they can cancel 
him any time in those 15 
weeks, but the network 
must play 15 shows. Inci­ 
dentally. the plan is to have 
Chevy Chase, NBC’s fast- 
r i s i ng c o m e d y s t a r of 
“S aturday Night" as the 
premiere show guest-star.

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Blue-winged 
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Blue-winged teal have moved 
into most Texas counties and 
prospects look good for the ear­ 
ly Sept. 18-26 teal season. 
During the nine-day hunt, 
blue-winged, green-winged and 
cinnamon teal may be taken 
with a bag of four per day and 
possession limit of eight after 
the second day of hunting. 
But, according to Texas 
Parks and Wildlife Department 
waterfowl program leader C. 
D. Stutzenbaker in Port Arthur, 
most teal which m igrate 
through Texas in the early fall 
are bluewings. 
“ Blue-winged teal occupy the 
largest portion of waterfowl 
breeding range in North 
America,” said Stutzenbaker. 
“ Most are to be found on Cana­ 
dian prairies and the Dakotas 
with smaller numbers breeding 
in Kansas and Texas.” 


teal season begins 


Stutzenbaker said hunting 
should be good in those parts of 
the state where there is water. 
“ Hunting should be especially 
good along the coastal rice- 
producing portions of the 
state,” he said. “ Most rice 
fa rm e rs 
a lre a d y 
have 
harvested the first crop and 
reflooded their fields. The com­ 
bination of a second growth of 
rice and abundant waste from 
the first crop makes a ‘first- 
class dining table’ for ducks.” 
Teal move into the rice fields 
in the evening to feed and then 
into marshes during the mor­ 
ning. The birds come to decoys 
in the marshes with pass 
shooting being the most 
successful technique in rice 
fields. 
Shooting hours during the 
Sept. 18-26 season are sunrise to 
sunset, 30 minutes shorter than 


other migratory waterfowl hun­ 
ting hours. 
“ The later start is to give 
hunters sufficient light to dis­ 
tinguish teal from other 
ducks." said Stutzenbaker. 
"Identification of the birds 
While they are still in the air is 
important.” 
Texas’ September teal season 
was set to take advantage of 
early migrations of these 
ducks. 
“ Teal are the first to move 
from their nesting grounds in 
the fall," said Stutzenbaker. 
“ They winter in Mexico. Cen­ 
tral Am erica and South 
America but spend a few weeks 
in Texas on their way through.” 
Upland 
mourning dove 
hunters even might have an op­ 
portunity to hunt teal along 
with dove, especially around 
larger stock tanks and lakes. 


In the Panhandle. P&WD 
assistant waterfowl porgram 
leader Max Traweek said dry 
conditions in that area could 
hold down the number of teal 
bagged this year. 
“ The Hereford-Friona area 
has received enough heavy 
rains to keep playa lakes 
filled,” said Traweek. “ A good 
population of teal should be in 
such areas with water by the 
time the season starts.” 
A valid hunting license is re­ 
quired if hunting out of the 
county of residence, and a 85 
federal migratory waterfowl 
stamp is necessary no matter 
where the teal hunter does his 
shooting. 
And. as with all migratory 
game bird hunting, shotguns 
must be plugged permanently 
to a three-shell capacity. 


Ace Met left-hander Koosman 


Eight consecutive complete games; a feat rarely seen in today’s brand of baseball

Southpaw Randy Jones has pitched so superbly for the 
San Diego Padres this season that there is often a tendency 
to forget there are other talented lefthanders who throw 
baseballs for a living. 
Anyway, the southpaw who probably comes closest to 
Jones right now in the National League is Jerry Koosman 
of the New York Mets. While Koosman hasn’t won quite as 
often as Randy (his record is 16-7 compared to Jones’ 19-9), 
he does have the unique distinction of having pitched eight 
consecutive complete games. 
“ Unless you know something about the demands of big 
league pitching, I don’t think you can fully appreciate what 
it means to finish eight games in a row,” said pitching 
Change of pace 


coach Rube Walker of the Mets. “ It means that in almost 
all of those games we had to be ahead or close, or Koos­ 
man would have been lifted for a pinch-hitter. It also means 
that Jerry wasn’t giving up many walks or many hits with 
men on base. 
“ I’m not going to argue that Koosman is a better pitcher 
than Jones or vice versa,” Walker continued. “ A win counts 
the same whether you get it by overpowering the hitter like 
Koosman or finessing him like Jones. What impresses me is 
the professional way these two guys go about their jobs and 
how few mistakes they make.” 
Koosman was a freshman sensation back in 1968 when he 
won 18 games for the Mets, including seven shutouts. New 
York that year finished ninth in a 10-team league and was 
not known for its defense. In one of the closest battles on 
record, Jerry lost National League Rookie of the Year hon­ 
ors to Cincinnati’s Johnny Bench by one vote. 
“ It isn’t often, I guess, that a man’s first year in baseball 
is his best,” said Koosman, who has since won more than 


IOO games for the Mets. "But my pitching arm at that time 
was super strong. I could challenge almost any hitter and 
not get hurt. ” 
Jerry posted two more winning seasons after that before 
arm problems, which he has since overcome, reduced him 
to a .500 pitcher. There were even a few occasions when he 
was temporarily dropped from the Mets regular rotation 
and sent to the bullpen. 
“But I’ve got that fastball back this year and I ’m using 
it,” Koosman explained. “ During that period when I didn’t 
have it, I really had to learn how to pitch. There was even 
a time when management wouldn’t let me throw a slider 
until I had developed a big league curve ball. But now I 
have four or five good pitches that I can draw against .” 


Although a Shea Stadium usher and his son, who caught 
Koosman in Army baseball and wrote to his father about 
him, get most of the credit for alerting the Mets to Jerry, 
the true story is just a trifle different. 


Since Koosman went to a boarding school that had no 
baseball team and later was ineligible for athletics at the 
University of Minnesota, he was never approached by a big 
league scout until he began pitching for a U S Army team. 


Red Murff, a Mets’ scout assigned to service teams, saw 
Jerry pitch a low-hit game at Fort Bliss, Texas, and was 
impressed enough to offer him a $1,600 bonus. 


“ I said no, because I figured if I held out I d get more 
money,” Koosman explained. “ But I should have said yes, 
because every time I talked to Murff after that he’d cut a 
hundred dollars off the original bonus. I finally signed for 
$1,200. I guess so I wouldn’t end up owing the Mets’ money. 


“ In tbs meantime my army buddy’s father, who was a 
usher at Shea Stadium, had gone up to the Mets’ front of­ 
fice and told them about me. It was a nice thing for him to 
do, but by then Murff and I were already into negotia­ 
tions.”

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The youngsters have all 
returned to school now, having 
taken their Labor Day break 
after first registering and ac­ 
tually going to school for a few 
days. 
The Labor Day break — or in­ 
terruption, as I prefer to think 
of it — brings to mind legisla­ 
tion I will sponsor in the 65th 
Legislature that convenes next 
January. My bill would shorten 
die length of the school term 
from 180 to 171 days. 
There are several reasons 
public schools ought to reduce 
their school year: 
— The kids and the teachers 
don’t really have time to get 
organized and get a good, solid 
teaching and learning program 
underway before they’re out for 
* Labor Day. I don’t think anyone 
would argue that it’s difficult to 
keep a train of thought with a 
holiday staring you in the face. 
— Cutting back the school 
year to a later starting time 
would obviously mean that 
school would start during 
weather that is much cooler. 
Stirring up enthusiasm for kids 
going to school is difficult 
enough but it’s almost impossi­ 
ble when the days are long and 
hot. 
— A later starting date would 
reduce overall costs to local 
school districts since they 
would not have to pay all of the 
operating and maintenance 
costs for this time period. It 
may seem to be just a tiny frac­ 
tion of the total cost but even a 
two- or three-percent savings 
can be a great asset to most 
school districts. 
I want to emphasize that the 
only change my legislation will 
make is in the school term’s 
length but not in the salaries or 
compensation anyone is paid. In 
fact, this extra preparation 
time will allow teacher and ad­ 
ministrators to perfect their 
programs and therefore give 
our children a better, more 
thorough learning process. 


I was happy to see that 18 of 
Texas’ 24 Congressmen in 
Washington voted to block the 
“ automatic” pay raise they 
would have received on October 
1st. 
Let me say now that I am not 
speaking to the merits of such a 
pay raise but I was pleased that 
the full House agreed with most 
of the Texas delegation that this 
was not the right way to go 
about getting a pay raise. I real­ 
ly dislike any legislation that 
allows these “ backdoor” expen­ 
ditures of public tax money. 
Had they decided not to block 
it, the members of Congress 
would have received their pay 
raise automatically — that is, 
without having to vote on it or 
take any kind of actions. 
I think legislation like this is 
a subterfuge by public officials 
from their responsibility and 
accountability to the citizens 
who put them in office. 
Ever getting a bill through 
the Texas Legislature that 
would allow such “ automatic” 
spending, for any reason, would 
be difficult, but to insure that it 
doesn't happen, I am going to 
sponsor an amendment to the 
Texas Constitution to prohibit 
such a bill. 


It s highly regretable that an 
amendment like I am proposing 
should even be necessary but I 
don’t want Texans to think their 
senators and representatives 
don’t have the guts to stand up 
and be accountable — whether 
it s an election year or not. 
My amendment would mean 
that publicly-elected officials 
would always have to stand up 
and be counted when they vote 
on the pocketbook issues of 
government.

Some health officials are 
predicting an outbreak of St. 
Louis encephalitis around the 
state and nation. 
St. Louis encephalitis (SLE), 
a sometimes fatal disease of 
the nervous system, has been 
identified positively in the 
Houston area. Officials are 
watching closely Dallas, the 
Corsicana area and the Conroe 
area for confirm ation of 
suspected cases. 
Mosquitoes get the disease 
mainly from birds and give it to 
people. Monitoring human, 
bird, and mosquito populations 
in several states has shown SLE 
present. 
ONLY TWO of the ap­ 
proximately 80 mosquito 
species in Texas can carry 
SLE, the Texas Medical As­ 
sociation (TMA) says. Texas 
state health officials are con­ 
tinuing regular monitoring of 
mosquito populations in about 
30 areas for signs of infected 
mosquitoes. 
Only a few cases have been 
confirmed in Houston but many 
people 
are 
alarm ed, 
remembering Houston’s 1975 
outbreak when there were 32 
confirmed cases with two 
deaths. There were an ad­ 
ditional 28 suspected cases with 
five deaths. 


Similar or larger encephalitis 
outbreaks have occurred in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley, the 
Corpus Christi area. Dallas and 
the Lubbock region in years 
past, a state health department 
official reports. 
There is no known cure for 
any type of encephalitis. 


THE BEST way to control 
encephalitis is to vigorously 
fight mosquitoes. 
People can destroy mosquito 
breeding grounds by getting rid 
of standing water in tin cans, 
old tires, flowerbeds, boats, 
etc. Cutting tall grass and 
weeds robs mosquitoes of some 
hiding places. 


Staying indoors at night, 
wearing protective clothing and 
applying a mosquito repellant 
intended for use on the body 
also can help. Repellents con­ 
fining the chemical ingredient 
diethyltoluamide can be useful. 
A local health department 
may be able to fog an area with 
a bio-degradable insecticide 
and may even resort to aerial 
spraying in some cases to kill 
adult 
mosquitoes. 
Standing 
bodies of water can be sprayed 
to kill mosquito larvae. 
If a private citizen wishes to 
treat an area, the health depart­ 
ment can advise about their 


own spraying schedule and in­ 
secticides available. 
FOR EVERY SERIOUS case 
of SLE, it is estimated there 
are between 65 and 150 other 
cases, many unreported. 
Encephalitis can be a serious 
disease but there should be no 
cause for great concern about a 
mosquito bite until encephalitis 
symptoms develop. A biting 
mosquito may not have been 
the right species or it may not 
have been infected if it were a 
possible carrier; it may not 
have transmitted the infection 
if it did carry encephalitis; if it 
did infect someone, symptoms 
might be relatively mild. 
Humans cannot give SLE to 
each other. 
SLE symptoms can include 
high fever, headache, urinary 
problems, weakness, speech 
and movement problems, 
sluggishness

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A case for malpractice insurance, or a re-enactment 
Your wedding pictures a blank? It does happen

When their daughter’s wedding pictures 
came back blank from the photographer, one 
Cleveland bride’s parents did nore than com­ 
plain - they sued. 
In a local smaU-claims court proceeding, an 
arbitrator ordered the photographer - who has 
since gone bankrupt - to pay $5,000 in damages 
to the disappointed family. 
While relatively few photographers have 
faced a similar fate at the hands of angry par­ 
ents and newlyweds, the size of damages 
awarded in the small number of recent suits 
has helped turn wedding photographers into 
the latest profession seeking malpractice insur­ 
ance. 
Malpractice suits against wedding photogra­ 
phers have recently been lodged at a rate of 
about IO per year, says Sidney Kleinman, an 
attorney for the Professional Photographers of 
America (PPA). 
Since estimates of the number of nuptial 
photographers go as high as 50,000, the portion 
of photographers being brought to court is rel­ 
atively small. But legal action against lensmen 
is “becoming more frequent,” Mr. Kleinman 
adds. 
And with one recent complicated case 
against a Pennsylvania photographed involving 
total damages of $34,000, the malpractice prob­ 
lem is considered serious enough within the 
profession so that the PPA is drafting a model 
contract designed to protect photographers by 
limiting their liability in cases of failure. Most 
wedding photographers currently do not re- 
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quire clients to sign a liability limiting agree­ 
ment. 
Cold comfort 


The PPA is also in the midst of trying to ar­ 
range for some form of malpractice insurance 
to protect photographers against suits filed by 
disappointed wedding party members. No in­ 
surance company currently writes specific 
malpractice coverage for photographers, al­ 
though a few professionals may have some 
protection under their firm s public liability 
policies, Mr. Kleinman says. 
Harold Glazer, who heads the Wedding Pho­ 
tographers of America, a fledging trade group 


that will not reveal its membership size, says 
the problem of failed wedding photographic 
coverage is “relatively rare.” But that is cold 
comfort to the bridal parties caught without 
coverage. 
As photographers are quick to point out, 
wedding picture failures are not always their 
fault. For example, film can get lost.on its way 
to a professional developing lab or can be dam­ 
aged while in processing there. And even well- 
maintained cameras and other equipment can 
unexpectedly fail. 
How to cope with the possibility of such 
equipment failure is a major part of the re­ 
sponsible photographer’s pre-wedding planning. 


“We have never had [a complete failure] hap­ 
pen to us and we have shot a couple thousand 
weddings” says Greencastle, Indiana, photog­ 
rapher Larry Taylor. 
“But we have had some near misses,” Mr. 
Taylor adds. Like other professionals, he does 
not venture out to the church without a dupli­ 
cate set of photographic equipment along, just 
in case. 
Re-enactments arranged 
In cases where such advance planning does 
not prevent failure, photographers often offer 
to restage and reshoot weddings. But re-enact­ 
ment does not help in cases where “Aunt Min­ 
nie has passed on” in the interim, one photog­ 
rapher notes. 
In another method for dealing with photo­ 
graphic failure, the photographer returns his 
fee and a nominal additional sum to help as­ 
suage his customers’ disappointment. 
Professional photographers’ fees vary widely 
according to the type of wedding and the area 
of the country. Industry members say $500 to 
$600 might be charged for substantial coverage 
of a large wedding. Less elaborate coverage of 
a modest-sized wedding could cost as low as 
$200. 
In the effort to avoid post-ceremony dis­ 
appointment, professional lensmen “have their 
reputation at stake,” says Theodore Sirlin, a 
northern California wedding photographer. 
His comment is a jab at the growing number 
of amateurs who take wedding photos part- 
time. Partly as*a result of competition from 
such part timers, I out of IO of the nation’s 
professional photo studies went out of business 
last year, according to the Studio Suppliers As­ 
sociation, an industry trade group.

Classes will meet in the Georgetown Junior 
High School LVN (Licensed Vocational Nurse) 
training room from 6:30 until 9:30 p.m. 
Tuesdays and Thursdays between September 
14 and December 20. 
TRAINEES will participate in 80 hours of 
classroom study and 40 hours of hospital duty, 
including 16 hours of emergency room work at 
a m ajor hospital. 
Scott and White Hospital’s Dr. Don A. 
Mackey of Temple will be working with Simon­ 
son and Pearce as hospital on-the-job training 
coordinator. 
“Since the field is EMS they try to get 
through a bigger hospital that has quite a bit of 
emergency traffic,” Simonson explained the 
choice of Scott and 7. hile foi the hospital train­ 
ing.

Hike Trail, Neighborhood Center bids due 


Construction bids for a new hike and bike 
trail and a new Neighborhood Center will be 
studied by Georgetown City Councilmen when 
they meet at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday in the Council 
Room at City Hall. 
The city fathers sought a second round of 
bids for co n stru ctio n of the proposed 
Neighborhood Center when bids submitted in 
June nearly doubled the $32,728 estim ated cost 
of the structure. 
NEIGHBORHOOD CENTER facilities, to be 
located at Montgomery and Eighth Streets in 
the Urban Renewal project area, would serve 
m inority and disadvantaged Georgetown 
residents. 
The proposed hike and bike trail would run 
through a section of northeast Georgetown, 
connecting the city’s VFW and San Gabriel 
Parks. 


The federal Department of the Interior 
awarded the city a $23,100 grant in July to help 
complete the project. The city will match that 
grant with funds and a land contribution from 
Councilman Dee W Scott. 
ALSO TUESDAY, the Council is scheduled to 
advertise for bids for lease of 77 acres of city 
land located northeast of San Gabriel Park (in 
an area known as the Sewer Farm ) and 300 
acres of city land near Georgetown Municipal 
Airport 
Possible purchase of about eight acres of 
land in southeast Georgetown will also be con­ 
sidered. The Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad 
plans to abandon the property. 
Officials of the Georgetown Safeway grocery 
store are questioning their electric bills, and 
they will also appear at the Council session to 
present their case.

Jarrell student 
dies in mishap 


A 17-year-old Jarrell student was killed 
Thursday night when he was struck by an auto 
just south of the small northern Williamson 
County town 
Wilburn Edward Wright died about 8:20 
p in , according to a Texas Department of 
Public Safety (DPS) report, when he was 
struck by an auto driven by F lorence 
Schwausch of Route I, Jarrell 
A DPS 
spokesman said the collision occurred seven- 
tenths of a mile south of Jarrell, in the 
northbound lane of Interstate Highway 35’s 
west frontage road. 
WRIGHT AND A COMPANION, 19-year-old 
Jam es Wilson of Jarrell, were reportedly walk­ 
ing north along the shoulder of the northbound 
lane at the time of the incident 
Wilson told an investigating officer that he 
saw a car coming up from behind, told Wright 
to jump, then did so himself. He said Wright 
failed to move quickly enough and was struck 
bv the car 
DPS officer Ralph Bulkley said it appeared 
the lights of southbound cars prevented Mrs. 
Schwausch from seeing the pedestrians. 
Bulkley estimated her car was traveling about 
40 miles per hour when the incident occurred.

A new telephone system, a new ambulance 
system and a new juvenile probation system — 
all are being considered during Williamson 
County Commissioners’ first fall meeting this 
Monday. 
Commissioners’ court members will review 
a General Telephone Company proposal which 
would revam p the courthouse telephone 
system to provide central answering of in­ 
coming calls. Southwestern University utilizes 
a system like that proposed for the county. 
Estimating cost comparisons between the 
proposed system and the current courthouse 
set-up. County Auditor Ben Kurio said, 
“Current monthly billings would come close to 
the total cost of this system, but then you 
would have the cost of the operator’s salary.” 
TOTAL COST for all standard features of the 
proposed PABX (Private Automatic Branch 
Exchange) system is $499.45; Kurio estimated, 
as a “ ballpark figure,” that the county's 
current telephone bill is between $500 and $550 
without long distance charges 
Optional features available with the 76-line 
system range from $41 to $70 monthly — an ad­ 
ditional cost of as much as $158.50, plus the one­ 
time installation fee of up to $240.

The proposal was sent to all Texas counties 
in a TYC effort to reduce the number of 


juveniles handled by the detention center and 
to place greater responsibility for the care of 
local delinquents with local courts. 
Under the contact county commissioners are 
being requested to sign, the county would be 
paid monthly according 
to the decrease in 
number of juveniles sent to TYC from William­ 
son County 
According to TYC figures, the 
county has sent an annual average of eight 
juveniles to the state detention center, and 
would have to decrease that number to be eligi­ 
ble for payment if the contract were accepted. 
The Community Assistance Program also 
stipulates that the TYC contract money be 
used in certain ways to enhance the local 
juvenile program, forbidding such uses as per­ 
manent improvement and land acquisition. 
Calling the plan a “ rather new approach,” 
County Judge C. L. Chance recently said. “ I 
like the underlying idea of helping us solve our 
problems close to home It s an interesting ap­ 
proach, but it s so innovative it s going to take 
a little bit of study.”

F or 16 months now Lebanese have been killing Lebanese in

The volatility of the people of this area has preserved a 
‘ state of turbulence" for generations

Last year, the Oregonian appeared on the 
University of Oregon campus for the first 
time in five years, for instance And at Bos­ 
ton University, which did not publish a 1973 
or 1974 yearbook, 600 copies of the HUB 
were sold in 1975 - some 870 in 1976 
College yearbooks lost popularity, along 
with fraternity class rings and Ivy League 
shirts, during the period of student radi­ 
calism in the late 1960s and early ’70s. 
Things got so bad five or six years ago 
that we had to concentrate our sales pitch 


on the high-school level,” says William H. 
Hunter of Hunter Publishing Company in 
Winston Salem, 
North Carolina 
‘‘Now, 
high school and college sales at Hunter are 
about equal.” 


College yearbooks are riding a ‘‘nostalgia 
boom,” says Mr. Hunter, who calls his the 
largest yearbook firm in the college and 
university field. 


Randolph Marston, president of Taylor 
Publishers in Dadas, says: “Traditional val­ 
ues are coming back, and college yearbooks 
are regaining their lost popularity.” 


Dr. William M. Lawbaugh, director of 
journalism studies at Catholic University in 
Washington, 
D.C.,and yearbook 
division 
chief for the National Council of College 
Publications Advisors, says yearbook jour­ 
nalism is “alive and well - despite the bud­ 
get crunch in education.” 


In a survey of some 60 universities, both 
large and small, completed early this year, 
Dr Lawbaugh says he was “astonished” to 
find growth in three areas of yearbook ac­ 
tivities: budgets (up 18 percent in 1976 over 
1975), circulation (printing orders up close 
to 20 percent in 1976 over the three preced­ 
ing years), and size of yearbook staffs. 
In addition, Mr. Lawbaugh says, year­ 
books 
are 
becoming 
much 
more 
“journalistic.’’ They used to be mainly pic- 
turebooks - now they are becoming hard­ 
cover magazines,” he says. 
Among major schools once again publish­ 
ing temporarily discontinued yearbooks: 
Stanford University, Washburn University 
of Topeka, Kansas, and the University of 
California at Berkeley. 
The University of Minnesota Gopher, 
dropped several years ago, may be on its 
way back. What one official described as a 
“class book,” focusing on the senior class, 
appeared last year. 


Publishers say radical yearbook designs 
helped push some college yearbooks to the 
brink. 
For example, the University of Kansas 
Jayhawker almost went out of business in 
1970 and 1971, when sales dipped well below 


a thousand copies because of changes in 
format: it was first converted to a soft- 
cover magazine, then to loose-leaf pages 
sold in a box. A highly traditional 400-page, 
1976 Jayhawker sold out for the first time in 
many years - all 5,000 copies. 
The 1976 Texas A&M yearbook may be 
the largest ever published anywhere - an 
896-page tome. But for sales, few schools 
can compete with Louisiana State Univer­ 
sity, which just received its 1976 order for 
14,000 500-page volumes. 


University of Wisconsin Badger sales fig­ 
ures indicate the general sales curve for the 
college yearbook industry: declining from 
6,826 in 1968 to 3,837 in 1970 and 1,311 in 1972. 
The Badger was not published in 1973 or in 
1974, but editor Teri Henry says more than 
1,500 copies were sold in both 1975 and 1976, 
when the yearbook staff was not able to fill 
all orders. 
Will sales every regain the 6,000-level of 
the 1960s? “Not in the near future,” Miss 
Henry 
says. 
“College 
students 
have 
changed.” 
But the resurgent popularity of yearbooks 
on campus is one indication students have 
not changed as much as some people be­ 
lieved a few years ago.

Tax Revolt: 1776 and 1976 


WASHINGTON - ll was a tax 
revolt that led to the birth of our 
nation 200 years ago. And in this 
our Bicentennial year, millions 
of Americans are ready to revolt 
again over taxes. 
They are tired of taxes that 
keep going up while government 
.services go down. Taxation at all 
levels has jumped 65 per cent in 
the past six years. 
They are tired of tax laws that 
have become too complex to un­ 
derstand It takes 6,000 pages of 
fine print to list all the rules and 
regulations. Two out of every 
five taxpayers require profes­ 
sional help to figure out what 
they owe. So on top of the tax 
burden, they have to pay ac­ 
countants’ and attorneys’ fees. 
Americans are also tired of 
unfair taxes. The rich usually 
pay kss than their fair share. At 
least 3,000 affluent Americans, 
with annual incomes over $50,- 
000. have been paying no federal 
income taxes at all. 
The people are tired of paying 
the taxes of big corporations. 
Most oil companies, for example, 
pay only a fraction (rf the corpor­ 
ate tax rate. A dozen major cor­ 
porations have been paying ab­ 
solutely no corporate tax. Yet 
they have been ringing up sub­ 
stantial earnings. Other tax­ 


payers, of course, must make up 
the taxes that these corporations 
don’t pay. 
This year, Congress promised 
to reform the tax laws First the 
House, and then the Senate 
ground out page after page of 
tax changes. Between them, they 
have now produced more than 
2,200 pages. 
But as fast as one tax benefit 
was taken away from the rich, 
two new benefits were added. 
The legislation came to be 
known as the Christmas Tree 
bill. It got its name from the 
goodies that the lobbyists hung 
on its branches as it progressed 
toward a final vote. 
It started through the legis­ 
lative mill innocently enough as 
a tax reform measure. But by 
the time it cleared the Senate 
floor, it was loaded down with 
amendments. 
In the dark ages, serfs labored 
nine months for their own needs. 
During the rem aining three 
months of each year, they pro­ 
duced profits for their masters. 
Today, the average American 
works more than four months of 
each year to earn enough to pay 
his taxes. 
And each year, the tax bite 
deepens, the anti government 
mood sharpens and tax rests- 
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lance grows. Just like 200 years 
ago. 
ARAB WAR? Intelligence 
reports warn that w ar may 
erupt in the Middle East in a 
matter of weeks. Fighting is not 
expected between the Arabs and 
Israelis. This time, its Egypt and 
Libya that are preparing to go to 
war. 
T he an im o sity betw een 
E gypt’s A nw ar S adat and 
Libya’s Muammar Qaddafi has 
reached the inflammation point. 
Tile two Arab leaders distrust 
and despise one another. 
Qaddafi is a madcap ruler 
who has been using his oil boodle 
to underw rite terrorists. In­ 
telligence sources charge that 
Libyan diplomats have used 
their diplomatic pouches to 
smuggle weapons to terrorists. 
Qaddafi is believed to be 
behind recent terrorist attacks 
upon Egypt Trains have been 
attacked, buildings have been 
bombed. An attempt was made 
to hijack an Egyptian plane. 
Sadat has responded, accord­ 
ing to intelligence reports, by 
bolstering his military forces on 
the Libyan border. The Libyans 
also are preparing their armed 
forces for war. 
The showdown could come, 
the intelligence reports predict, 
by October. The situation, in the 
words of one analyst, is “getting 
out af hand." 
Intelligence sources predict 
that, if war comes, the Egyptians 
probably will be victorious. They 
are battle-tested, with ex­ 
perience in both aerial and tank 
warfare. 
BOUNTIFUL B U R E A U ­ 
CRATS: President Ford has 
complained that the federal 
government harasses honest 
businessmen. He has charged 


that more than 100,000 federal 
bureaucrats are engaged in 
regulation. 
The Congressional Budget Of­ 
fice has double-checked the 
President’s figures. The budget 
o ffic e found o n ly 84,000 
bureaucrats regulating business. 
That’s still too many. There’s too 
much red tape, too many forms 
to fill out 
But the 84,000 bureaucrats 
regulate thousands of industries. 
And most of the regulators are 
policing health, safety and con­ 
sumer violations. 
But the government agency 
with the most regulators is the 
Agriculture Department. So its 
the farmers, not the business­ 
men, who put up with the most 
regulation. 
M ULTI-M ILLION-DOL­ 
LAR MISTAKES: The Social 
Security Administration’s com­ 
puter systems are producing in­ 
credible monetary mistakes. A 
document, intended for official 
eyes only, tells of millions of dol­ 
lars worth of errors. 
“In a single day in August, 
1975, faulty program instructions 
caused the computers to issue 
$10 million in overpayments to 
1,500 people,’’ the document 
reveals. 
Employe incompetence often 
combines with computer mal­ 
functions to create the mistakes. 
“Overall quality or competence, 
dedication or motivation and 
sufficiency of the working staff 
are below appropriate levels,” 
the report declares. 
M eanw hile 
C ongress has 
started an unannounced in­ 
vestigation of the SSA mishaps. . 
The investigation, we have 
learned, is focusing on the 
employe problems and inadequ­ 
ate computer systems.

The army of nonvoters in the coming elec­ 
tion may be thg largest in U.S. history 
Nonvoters have grown through three presi­ 
dential elections and a report based on a na­ 
tionwide survey from the privately financed 
Committee for the Study of the American 
Electorate indicates “it is possible that for the 
first time in over 50 years, a majority of eli­ 
gible Americans will not vote in a presidential 
election.” 
The United States has one of the lowest turn­ 
outs of the democracies. Here is the per­ 
centage record of voters for recent elections: 
64.0 in 1960 ; 61.8 in 1964 ; 60.6 in 1968; and 55.6 
in 1972. * 
The new survey, conducted by the Peter D 
Hart Research Associates, Inc., under the 
sponsorship of the University of Denver, con­ 
cludes that nonvoting is more a feeling of 
what’s-the-use (attitudinal) than of physical ob­ 
stacles (structural). 


A lively debate 


This is important because congressional 
Democrats have been pushing for government 
aid to voter registration which is common in 
other democracies, and so-called “postcard 
registration” has been hotly debated. 


The study supports the thesis that a majority 
of nonvoters, if they got around to vote, would 
be Democrats 
At the time of the survey, 
“ Carter was preferred over Ford by a margin 
of 50 to 15,” the report says. It adds, "In the 
current fluid political situation there are about 
IO million nonvoters who may. if they become 
interested in the presidential campaign, vote in 
the November election ” 
As of now, the survey estimates that 70 mil­ 
lion voting age Americans “ will not vote in 
1976 ” 
The Ford-Carter debates may stimulate vot­ 
ing. That is what happened in the televised de­ 
bates between John F. Kennedy and Richard 
M. Nixon in 1960; according to previous studies 
there was an emotional up-boiling, caught by 
pollsters, which ultimately brought 64 5 per­ 
cent of eligibles to the polls in one of the clos­ 
est races in history. The Kennedy popular mar­

The survey thinks the candidacy of Mr. Car­ 
ter may stimulate voting in the South, histori­ 
cally the region with lowest turnout.

Adequate tax records 
required to avoid fine 


It is seldom publicized, but 
frequently assessed. What is it? 
A five percent penalty for 
negligence in keeping adequate 
tax records. 
A r e c e n t c o u rt d e c isio n 
makes it more important than 
ever for people to keep current 
and accurate records of tax

That court ruling, in June of 
1976, re-emphasized the fact 
that the IRS has the power to 
assess a 5 percent negligence 
penalty on am ounts of a d ­ 
ditional tax due the govern­ 
ment, not only on the portion of 
re-assessment which is deemed 
due to negligence, but on all ad­ 
ditional tax. 
The ruling found that a tax­ 
p a y e r ow ed 5 p e r c e n t in 
penalties on his entire ad ­ 
ditional tax liability because 
part of his underpayment was 
due to negligence or intentional 
d i s r e g a r d of r u l e s a n d 
regulations which require that 
adequate tax records be kept to 
substantiate claimed business 
expenses. 


THE 
INTERNAL Revenue 
Service is taking a critical look 
at 
travel and entertainment 
deductions, and individuals who 
claim such deductions should 
make every effort to document 
a l l 
e x p e n s e s 
i n v o l v e d . 
Compliance with the rules and 
regulations will not only result 
in avoidance of any negligence 
penalty but provides the tax­ 
payer with necessary proof of 
expenditures.

HOLLYW OOD -- One of 
the easiest things for Dick 
Van Dyke to do is discuss 
his one-time drinking prob­ 
lem 
He has p u b lic ly 
acknowledged that he is a 
reform ed alco h olic, and 
adds: 
"I don't mind discussing 
it. It s my favorite subject, 
especially when I see the 
results.” 
The calamity of his own 
heavy drinking problem is 
so deeply etched in his 
memory that he can recall 
precisely the moment he 
gulped his last alcoholic 
drink. 
“ It was four years ago, 
Aug. 22, at 2 in the morn­ 
ing,” Van Dyke remembers 
with unusual clarity for a 
person who at that moment 
had dusted off his daily fifth 
of booze. 
“ I looked up the address 
of the closest hospital in the 
Yellow Pages and checked 
myself in.” 
He hasn't had a drink 
since, and strongly dis­ 
agrees with the recent theo­ 
ries that alcoholics can 
drink socially. 
Van Dyke hid his drinking 
p r o b l e m , l i k e m a n y 
alcoholics and reformed 
drinkers. Even when he 
.starred in a TV movie two 
y e a r s ago, t i t l e d a p ­ 
propriately “ The Morning 
After.” the producers had 
no idea that unwittingly, 
they were type-casting Van 
Dyke in the role of a prob­ 
lem drinker. 
‘ David Wolper (the pro­ 
ducer) didn t have the fog­ 
g ie st 
notion 
I w a s a 
recovered alcoholic.” Van 
Dyke recalled with a laugh. 
“ Did I surprise him when I 
talked about it publicly 
atter we finished the film.” 
Van Dyke is pleased with 
the results of that film. And 
the results of his own public 
disclosure “ did more for 
s o b riety than an yth in g 
else.” he adds. 
For more than a decade, 
after a good five-year run 
with his first series, “ The 
D ick Van Dyke Show ,” 
which also spawned Mary 
Tyler Moore. Van Dyke has 
flirted with “ retirem ent.'' 
He even moved to the desert 
-- in Carefree. Ariz., but CBS 
stalked him there and lured 
him out of “ retirem ent” 
with a new series. 
The bait was that Van 
Dyke could produce the 
series in Carefree, an arid. 
blistering hot area on the 
outskirts of Phoenix. Carl 
Reiner produced and was 
story consultant, but after 
two futile years. Van Dyke 
and the show. “ The New 
Dick Van Dyke Show.” 
returned to Hollywood, for 
just one more season, with a 
new cast 
Alone the way there was a 
celebrated battle between 
Reiner and C BS over a 
scene in one episode Van 
Dyke and his TV wife (play­ 
ed by Hope Lange) retire to 
the bedroom Their young 
(pre-teener) daughter opens 
the bedroom door, looks 
startled, and quickly closes 
it. 


The CBS censors said “ ab­ 
solutely not. The scene had 


to go. Reiner fumed, and 
quit the show, claiming he’d 
never produce or wrrite or 
d ir e c t 
for C B S again. 
Reiner did say he might act 
on CBS. but nothing else. 


“ CBS felt that scene was 
not in the Van Dyke image. 
Reiner didn't see it that 
way. I bought it,” Van Dyke 
recalls. 


At any rate, he w on t have 
to be that concerned about 
bedroom scenes, and off­ 
color. suggestive material 
now. Dick has a new’ series 
coming up this fall, on NBC. 
For the first time in his 
career, it will be a variety 
show, and in the fam ily 
hour. Thursday nights from 
8-9. Viewers actually had a 
preview of the show last 
fall, an hour variety called 
“ Van Dyke and Company." 
It was a breezy, entertain­ 
ing, very amusing show. 
Van Dyke. a spry, trim- 
looking grandfather now, 
laughs every time he thinks 
of his efforts to “ retire 
He 
apparently has an aversion 
to Hollywood, perhaps asso­ 
ciating it with his drinking 
problem. Even now that he 
has given up living in the 
desert, where he w’ent to get 
away from the tinseltown 
m a e l s t r o m . V a n D y k e 
refuses to live in Hollywood. 
He and his family are quar­ 
tered in San Diego, where. 
D ic k says, “ I got the 
sailboat fever over the last 
two years.” 
If his special is any in­ 


dication, television will 
have a different look to 
variety, especially some 
creative production values, 
outdoor locations and in­ 
novative direction. Van 
Dyke spent a good part of 
the summer looking for 
l o c a t i o n s t h a t w o u l d 
enhance comedy sketches. 


It will be a tough fall for 
Van Dyke. He is aware of 
the competition. 


"I ve got the suicide seat.” 
he declares. “ I ’m between 
‘The W altons’ (C BS) and 
Kotter’ and ‘Barney m iller’ 
(ABC). My big problem, 
however, is that Iv e been 
around so long, everybody 
feels they’ve seen my act. 
But the truth is I’ve never 
done a variety series before. 
It s going to be tough.” 


Van Dyke has a 15-week 
contract with the network. 
It means they can cancel 
him any time in those 15 
weeks, but the network 
must play 15 shows. Inci­ 
dentally. the plan is to have 
Chevy Chase. NBC’s fast- 
rising com edy star of 
“ Saturday Night” as the 
premiere show guest-star

Stutzenbaker said hunting 
should be good in those parts of 
the state where there is water 
“ Hunting should be especially 
good along the coastal rice- 
producing portions of the 
state,” he said. “ Most rice

a lre a d y

harvested the first crop and 
reflooded their fields. The com­ 
bination of a second growth of 
rice and abundant waste from 
the first crop makes a ‘first- 
class dining table’ for ducks " 
Teal move into the rice fields 
in the evening to feed and then 
into marshes during the mor­ 
ning. The birds come to decoys 
in the marshes with pass 
shooting being the most 
successful technique in rice 
fields. 
Shooting hours during the 
Sept. 18-26 season are sunrise to 
sunset, 30 minutes shorter than

the fall," said Stutzenbaker.

A m erica and South 
America but spend a few weeks 
in Texas on their way through.”

In the Panhandle, P&W D 
assistant waterfowl porgram 
leader Max Traweek said dry 
conditions in that area could 
hold down the number of teal 
bagged this year. 
“ The Hereford-Friona area 
has received enough heavy 
rains to keep playa lakes 
filled." said Traweek. “ A good 
population of teal should be in 
such areas with water by the 
time the season starts.” 
A valid hunting license is re­ 
quired if hunting out of the 
county of residence, and a $5 
federal migratory waterfowl 
stamp is necessary no matter 
where the teal hunter does his 
shooting 
And, as with all migratory 
game bird hunting, shotguns 
must be plugged permanently 
to a three-shell capacity. 


Ace Met left-hander Koosman 


Eight consecutive complete games; a feat rarely seen in today’s brand of baseball

Southpaw Randy Jones has pitched so superbly for the 
San Diego Padres this season that there is often a tendency 
to forget there are other talented lefthanders who throw 
baseballs for a living 
Anyway, the southpaw who probably comes closest to 
Jones right now in the National League is Jerry Koosman 
of the New York Mets. While Koosman hasn’t won quite as 
often as Randy (his record is 16-7 compared to Jones’ 19-9), 
he does have the unique distinction of having pitched eight 
consecutive complete games. 
“ Unless you know something about the demands of big 
league pitching, I don’t think you can fully appreciate what 
it means to finish eight games in a row,” said pitching 
Change of pace 


coach Rube Walker of the Mets. “ It means that in almost 
all of those games we had to be ahead or close, or Koos­ 
man would have been lifted for a pinch-hitter. It also means 
that Jerry wasn't giving up many walks or many hits with 
men on base 
“ I rn not going to argue that Koosman is a better pitcher 
than Jones or vice versa,” Walker continued. “ A win counts 
the same whether you get it by overpowering the hitter like 
Koosman or finessing him like Jones. What impresses me is 
the professional way these two guys go about their jobs and 
how few mistakes they make.” 
Koosman was a freshman sensation back in 1968 when he 
won 18 games for the Mets, including seven shutouts. New 
York that year finished ninth in a 10-team league and was 
not known for its defense. In one of the closest battles on 
record, Jerry lost National League Rookie of the Year hon­ 
ors to Cincinnati’s Johnny Bench by one vote. 
“ It isn’t often, I guess, that a man’s first year in baseball 
is his best,’’ said Koosman, who has since won more than 


IOO games for the Mets. “ But my pitching arm at that time 
was super strong. I could challenge almost anv hitter and 
not get hurt.” 
Jerry posted two more winning seasons after that before 
arm problems, which he has since overcome, reduced him 
to a .500 pitcher. I here were even a few occasions when he 
was temporarily dropped from the Mets regular rotation 
and sent to the bullpen 
“ But I’ve got that fastball back this year and I'm using 
it,” Koosman explained "During that period when I didn’t 
have it, I really had to learn how to pitch. There was even 
a time when management wouldn’t let me throw a slider 
until I had developed a big league curve ball But now I 
have four or five good pitches that I can draw against .” 


Although a Shea Stadium usher and his son, who caught 
Koosman in Army baseball and wrote to his father about 
him, get most of the credit for alerting the Mets to Jerry, 
the true story is just a trifle different. 


Since Koosman went to a boarding school that had no 
baseball team and later was ineligible for athletics at the 
University of Minnesota, he was never approached by a big 
league scout until he began pitching for a U S Army team. 


Red Murff, a Mets’ scout assigned to service teams, saw' 
Jerry pitch a low-hit game at Fort Bliss, Texas, and was 
impressed enough to offer him a $1,600 bonus. 


“ I said no, because I figured if I held out I d get more 
money,” Koosman explained “ But I should have said yes, 
because every time I talked to Murff after that he’d cut a 
hundred dollars off the original bonus. I finally signed for 
$1,200. I guess so I wouldn’t end up owing the Mots’ money. 


“ In the meantime my army buddy’s father, who was a 
usher at Shea Stadium, had gone up to the Mets’ front of­ 
fice and told them about me. It was a nice thing for him to 
do, but by then Murff and I were already into negotia­ 
tions.”

The youngsters have all 
returned to school now, having 
taken their Labor Day break 
after first registering and ac­ 
tually going to school for a few 
days 
The Labor Day break — or in­ 
terruption, as I prefer to think 
of it — brings to mind legisla­ 
tion I will sponsor in the 65th 
Legislature that convenes next 
January. My bill would shorten 
the length of the school term 
from 180 to 171 days 
There are several reasons 
public schools ought to reduce 
their school year: 
— The kids and the teachers 
don't really have time to get 
organized and get a good, solid 
teaching and learning program 
underway before they’re out for 
Labor Day. I don’t think anyone 
: 
would argue that it s difficult to 
keep a train of thought with a 
*. holiday staring you in the face. 
f. 
— Cutting back the school 
year to a later starting time 
* 
would obviously mean that 
; 
school would start during 
weather that is much cooler. 
Stirring up enthusiasm for kids 
going to school is difficult 
enough but it’s almost impossi­ 
ble when the days are long and 
hot. 
— A later starting date would 
reduce overall costs to local 
school districts since they 
would not have to pay all of the 
operating 
and 
maintenance 
costs for this time period. It 
may seem to be just a tiny frac­ 
tion of the total cost but even a 
two- or three-percent savings 
can be a great asset to most 
school districts. 
I want to emphasize that the 
only change my legislation will 
make is in the school term’s 
length but not in the salaries or 
compensation anyone is paid. In 
fact, this extra preparation 
time will allow teacher and ad­ 
ministrators to perfect their 
programs and therefore give 
our children a better, more 
thorough learning process 


I was happy to see that 18 of 
Texas' 24 Congressmen in 
Washington voted to block the 
“automatic’’ pay raise they 
would have received on October 
1st 
Let me say now that I am not 
speaking to the merits of such a 
pay raise but I was pleased that 
the full House agreed with most 
of the Texas delegation that this 
was not the right way to go 
about getting a pay raise I real­ 
ly dislike any legislation that 
allows these “ backdoor” expen­ 
ditures of public tax money 
Had they decided not to block 
it, the members of Congress 
would have received their pay 
raise automatically — that is, 
without having to vote on it or 
take any kind of actions. 


I think legislation like this is 
a subterfuge by public officials 
from their responsibility and 
accountability to the citizens 
who put them in office. 


Ever getting a bill through 
the Texas Legislature that 
would allow such “ automatic” 
spending, for any reason, would 
be difficult, but to insure that it 
doesn't happen, I am going to 
sponsor an amendment to the 
Texas Constitution to prohibit 
such a bill. 


It’s highly regretable that an 
amendment like I am proposing 
should even be necessary but I 
don t want Texans to think their 
senators and representatives 
don t have the guts to stand up 
and be accountable — whether 
it s an election year or not. 
My amendment would mean 
that publicly-elected officials 
would always have to stand up 
and be counted when they vote 
on the pocketbook issues of 
government. 


There s simply no need to go 
behind the voters’ backs. Let s 
be honest with the voters and 
maybe then they ll feel inclined 
to show some confidence in 
their institutions of govern­ 
ment

Some health officials are 
predicting an outbreak of St. 
Louis encephalitis around the 
state and nation. 
St. Louis encephalitis (SLE), 
a sometimes fatal disease of 
the nervous system, has been 
identified positively in the 
Houston area. Officials are 
watching closely Dallas, the 
Corsicana area and the Conroe 
area for confirm ation of 
suspected cases. 
Mosquitoes get the disease 
mainly from birds and give it to 
people. Monitoring human, 
bird, and mosquito populations 
in several states has shown SLE 
present. 
ONLY TWO of the a p ­ 
p ro x im ately 80 m osquito 
species in Texas can carry 
SLE. the Texas Medical As­ 
sociation (TMA) says. Texas 
state health officials are con­ 
tinuing regular monitoring of 
mosquito populations in about 
30 areas for signs of infected 
mosquitoes. 
Only a few cases have been 
confirmed in Houston but many 
p eo p le 
a r e 
a la r m e d , 
remembering Houston’s 1975 
outbreak when there were 32 
confirmed cases with two 
deaths. There were an ad­ 
ditional 28 suspected cases with 
five deaths. 


Similar or larger encephalitis 
outbreaks have occurred in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley, the 
Corpus Christi area. Dallas and 
the Lubbock region in years 
past, a state health department 
official reports. 
There is no known cure for 
any type of encephalitis. 


THE BEST way to control 
encephalitis is to vigorously 
fight mosquitoes. 
People can destroy mosquito 
breeding grounds by getting rid 
of standing water in tin cans, 
old tires, flowerbeds, boats, 
etc. Cutting tall grass and 
weeds robs mosquitoes of some 
hiding places. 


Staying indoors at night, 
wearing protective clothing and 
applying a mosquito repellant 
intended for use on the body 
also can help. Repellants con­ 
fining the chemical ingredient 
diethyltoluamide can be useful. 
A local health department 
may be able to fog an area with 
a bio-degradable insecticide 
and may even resort to aerial 
spraying in some cases to kill 
adult 
mosquitoes. 
Standing 
bodies of water can be sprayed 
to kill mosquito larvae. 
If a private citizen wishes to 
treat an area, the health depart­ 
ment can advise about their 


own spraying schedule and in­ 
secticides available 
FOR EVERY SERIOUS case 
of SLE. it is estimated there 
are between 65 and 150 other 
cases, many unreported 
Encephalitis can be a serious 
disease but there should be no 
cause for great concern about a 
mosquito bite until encephalitis 
symptoms develop. A biting 
mosquito may not have been 
the right species or it may not 
have been infected if it were a 
possible carrier; it may not 
have transmitted the infection 
if it did carry encephalitis; if it 
did infect someone, symptoms 
might be relatively mild. 
Humans cannot give SLE to 
each other. 
SLE symptoms can include 
high fever, headache, urinary 
problems, weakness, speech 
and m ovem ent problem s, 
s lu g g is h n e s s

A case for malpractice insurance, or a re-enactment 
Your wedding pictures a blank? It does happen

their daughter’s

pictures 
came back blank from the photographer, one 
Cleveland bride’s parents did nore than com­ 
plain - they sued. 
In a local small-claims court proceeding, an 
arbitrator ordered the photographer - who has 
since gone bankrupt - to pay $5,000 in damages 
to the disappointed family. 
While relatively few photographers have 
faced a similar fate at the hands of angry par­ 
ents and newlyweds, the size of damages 
awarded in the small number of recent suits 
has helped turn wedding photographers into 
the latest profession seeking malpractice insur­ 
ance. 
Malpractice suits against wedding photogra­ 
phers have recently been lodged at a rate of 
about IO per year, says Sidney Kleinman, an 
attorney for the Professional Photographers of 
America (PPA) 
Since estimates of the number of nuptial 
photographers go as high as 50,000, the portion 
of photographers being brought to court is rel­ 
atively small But legal action against lensmen 
is “becoming more frequent," Mr. Kleinman 
adds 
And 
with 
one 
recent 
complicated 
case 
against a Pennsylvania photographed involving 
total damages of $34,000, the malpractice prob­ 
lem is considered serious enough within the 
profession so that the PPA is drafting a model 
contract designed to protect photographers by 
limiting their liability in cases of failure. Most 
wedding photographers currently do not re­ 


quire clients to sign a liability limiting agree­ 
ment. 


C old co m fo rt 


The PPA is also in the midst of trying to ar­ 
range for some form of malpractice insurance 
to protect photographers against suits filed by 
disappointed wedding party members. No in­ 
surance company currently writes specific 
malpractice coverage for photographers, al­ 
though a few professionals may have some 
protection under their firm ’s public liability 
policies, Mr. Kleinman says. 
Harold Glazer, who heads the Wedding Pho­ 
tographers of America, a fledging trade group 


that will not reveal its membership size, says 
the problem of failed wedding photographic 
coverage is “relatively rare.” But that is cold 
comfort to the bridal parties caught without 
coverage. 
As photographers are quick to point out, 
wedding picture failures are not always their 
fault. For example, film can get lost on its way 
to a professional developing lab or can be dam­ 
aged while in processing there. And even well- 
maintained cameras and other equipment can 
unexpectedly fail. 
How to cope with the possibility of such 
equipment failure is a major part of the re­ 
sponsible photographer’s pre-wedding planning 


“We have never had [a complete failure] hap­ 
pen to us and we have shot a couple thousand 
weddings” says Greencastle, Indiana, photog­ 
rapher Larry Taylor. 
“But we have had some near misses,” Mr. 
Taylor adds. Like other professionals, he does 
not venture out to the church without a dupli­ 
cate set of photographic equipment along, just 
in case. 
Re-enactments arranged 
In eases where such advance planning does 
not prevent failure, photographers often offer 
to restage and reshoot weddings. But re-enact­ 
ment does not help in cases where “Aunt Min­ 
nie has passed on” in the interim, one photog­ 
rapher notes. 
In another method for dealing with photo­ 
graphic failure, the photographer returns his 
fee and a nominal additional sum to help as­ 
suage his customers’ disappointment. 
Professional photographers’ fees vary widely 
according to the type of wedding and the area 
of the country. Industry members say $500 to 
$600 might be charged for substantial coverage 
of a large wedding. Less elaborate coverage of 
a modest-sized wedding could cost as low as 
$200. 
In the effort to avoid post-ceremony dis­ 
appointment, professional lensmen “have their 
reputation at stake,” says Theodore Sirlin, a 
northern California wedding photographer. 
His comment is a jab at the growing number 
of am ateurs who take wedding photos part­ 
time. Partly as a result of competition from 
such part timers, I out of IO of the nation’s 
professional photo studies went out of business 
last year, according to the Studio Suppliers As­ 
sociation, an industry trade group.
